Subject* R15DSCK/A3COB - Translation of Interrogation of CAMOSO 3 by HRPILLOW 

on f^areh 1952* 


On March 26, 1952, OAMOSO 3 was qx^stioaed about his detention fTon 
March 24 to 25 of thie year by the railroad and criminal polloo in Augsburg. 

Boring the interrogation Ci^nSO 3 related the foUowingt 

Idisn ny leeve came to m end cm Meuroh 24th of this year, I vanted to return t 
ngr place of CGoployaent on the 6«4S train. Bat since X had been driiddng, it took me 
more time to purehaae l^e ti^cet at the Augaborg station, and the train left in the 
meantime. Uhen I left on the next train at 8*^, I miatakmily got off the train at 
a station between Augsburg and Boehloe, beeause I had fallen asleep and the station 
at v^oh I woI» looked eccaotly like Rotten Hegge, idiere I was ecg ^e e d to transfer. 
Since there was no txain leaving from there at aiqr time soon going in the right 
direction, I decided to return to Augaborg and to go through tOm. Since I thoughh 
my ticket was still good for this distance, I rode badk with the eame erne. Not far 
firm Augsburg the conduetbr, «ho was of another mind, showed tg> aad demanded a 
fine, iMeh I was willing to f«y* But ^e train wae elx^eady Athe Au^^Bburg station 
and X had to get out. Since the ^ain was going <m and the eonduetor waa not able 
to write out the receipt, he tamed me over on the pletfom to the railway police. 

X had to show this letter policenea my invalid tiede^ and pay the fine, i^eh 
amounted to 5 marks and aemo pfennings, probably DM 5|20. I did this pronptly, 
but the polices beeams interested in my pwaonal docnmmnta. Since X am not iwaally 
given my «nployment certificate ^dien going on leave, but instead only ^e old BP 
certificate, X did not have anything other than this to show. When the police asked 
idiere I tiorked, uhere 1 live, and ^ere I am registered, I could not say aiQrthliig 
better than that X was employed by the Ammicans in Kenpten as technical draftsman. 

I had to use the name Kmptm, beeause my ticket was fr^ Augsburg to Kempten, and 
it would have been even more complicated to use another place name. Since ny answers 
did not satlsiy the railroad police, I was turned over the the Augsburg criminal 
police. There I was queetlonad ty a somebwat corpulent official, over 40 years old, 
who put as approximately the eame queations. Since the aaswera I gave bln were 
inadeqiute, aud since he could see that X spoke cellar German nor Bkglish, he 
became Inalsteait and rough# began to l^breaten me, and finally hit ma in the face, 
and his assistant hit me frcsi bdbii^ on the shoulder with a rubber cudgel. I had 
to keep strlot control over myself, not to reply to these men in the seme manner. 

X did not tell the German police esything about ay work or its looation,aDd told 
them that they shofuld turn me over to the CIC. The Interrogating police official 
appeared to be offended about this and said, so far as I was able to understand, 
that those times were pmust and that I oust now answer to the German police as well. 

In this way the conversation proceeded without result for some time, until I was 
taken to a detention room. I could have beaa 16 or 17 hours (time of day). I was 
not questioned any more that day. The next morning at 8 o'oclock I was again 
questioned by the eame police official, and this time a record of the ewata vara 
written and I had to sign It* X iOLsted that I be turned over to the CIC. Even 
then my answers were laconic and the German did not get anything out of me. He 
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vaa sloo more pleasant in his attitude and did not threaten ns any farther* Soon 
thereafter too non in olrLllan clothes appaerad, presenting themselTos as CIC offlolals. 
Xtold ^eai,^utalde the presence of the Genoans^ the nanes of ngr ease offieer»-(J 7 
C ^i»at nothing fovldwr. When these offleials had left» I was taken 

to the'oernan pt^ee eoort. The judge said that Idm mtter In vhieh X was oonoemed 
had not been eleared that isy it was not knovn vhsther I vas under the Jurls~ 

dietion of the Gentan or the Aaorioan court. Before I bad to go to court* I wae 
photographed (like a criailnaX* front and slda), atvi gqr fingerprtote vara taken* and 
a queetimmaira vae filled out ^dth personal data* Toirard emiihg tiio other CIC 
officials ^ppsared* tdu> shoved their <»redentiale* end I tola then then (vfaen the 
Geraame had left tto room} that I vorkad aa telegrapher. It aesais to no that X 
had nb ether way out* since I had to giva then eooaa fact to go on, so that they 
vould know >duiit to do vith ne. Soon hereafter one of the directors appeared and 
released ate fren this hell* I hare r«Md ths shore statusMit before signing it*
